This action is responsive to application 09/767,279 filed 01/22/2001 as well as 
the Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) and Amendment C filed 8/9/04. Claims 3-5 
and 8-14 filed by the applicant have been entered and examined. Claims 3-5 and 8-14 
are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The reason for allowance of the claims is the training of a multilayer perceptron 
neural network using weights generated by a Radon transform where both neural 
networks are dual to each other. None of the cited references, and in particular, 
Samarasekera, Wu, Tarn or Elsherif disclose this limitation upon further consideration. 
Furthermore, it would not have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art to 1 ) 
generate a Radon transform generated by a second neural network for fitting a simple 
finite geometry model, 2) feed a desired function through the Radon transform of the 
second neural network for generating weights and finally 3) train a multilayer perceptron 
of the first neural network using the weights of the second neural network, wherein the 
first neural network and the second neural network are dual to each other.
